@ officer granting a certificate must antisty himself, by oral and practical examination, 
that the candidate possesses sufficient knowledge and skill. ; 

Every person apply to be examined, who has not attended a vaccination class at one 
of the Medical Schools of Bengal, and obtained a certificate of competency from the Superin- 
tendent, must submit svidanse thes he has been employed in vaccinating, in the capacity of an 
apprentice or assistant, for a period of at least six months.
